Mexican Confesses Killing 
Rancher and Burying Body 
in Concealed Well

ed the disappearance of M. P. Virgil, 
fl-year-old Porterville recluse, who 
droppen from sight last September., 
Francisco Mieblas, 40 years of age. 
Mexican, today confessed that he 
killed the aged man with a mattock. 
Mieblias's confession came at Visa- 
lia, Tulare county. after his arrest 
yesterday. and an all-night search 
for Virgil's body. which was found 
concealed in a well on a ranch near 
Porterville. 
Mieblas and Virgil lved on the 
four miles southwest of 
Porterville, the Tule River.

In confessing the murder to §her- 
if R. L. Hill and Dist.-Atty. 
McCormick, Mieblas said the old man 
had repeatedly threatened the lives 
of the Mieblas family, and his queer 
actions kept them in constant fear. 
One day last September. he said, Vir- 
gil approached the house with «a 
mattock. The two men scuffled for 
possession of the weapon, Mieblas 
winning. The Mexican, according to 
his confession, struck the aged man 
down with one blow and killed him 


| with two more strokes of the weapon. 


„The body was found in a well u- 
teen feet deep, boarded over, with a 
crop of vegetables planted on the sur- 
face.

HOW TO PLANT AND 
RAISE LIMA BEANS 


Lima beans are a staple grocery, 
either dry. in cans. or green shelled 
from the pod. However, they are 
more of a market gardener and com- 


mercial grower's vegetable than the 
home garden's, although this should 
not be the case, as they are easily 
grown with attention to a few de- 
tails. 

They are the warmest weather 
bean and should not be sown until 
weather is thoroughly warm: often 
June 1 is plenty of time for them: 
They will give a good crop sown in 
June. They are at a standstill when 
the nights are chilly and in the late 
springs there is little advantage in 
sowing beans early. 

Limas want richer soil than string 
beans and plenty of humus to hold 
moisture. They likewise need moist- 
fer conditions than string — beans. 
The pole limas give a better yield 
than the bush varieties and usually 
for the home gar- 


dener. 
climbing space to do their best. A 
smaller space can be employed with 
more beans produced than in plant- 
ing bush limas. The latter. how- 
ever, are convenient in not needing 
poles which are not always readily 
obtainable. 

The individual hills of bush limas 
should be eighteen inches apart to 


allow for the development of the 


vines, which have much heavier fo- 
liage and are taller than string 
beans. They need: close cultivation 
to keep the soil moisture well con- 
served. Do not hesitate to water 
them in dry, hot weather, but al- 
ways on the ground with the noz- 


gle of the hose--a soak, not a 
sprinkle. Keep the water off the 
leaves.

“The animals that roamed the 
fields in those days often fell into 
these pits and in due course of the 
centuries became fossilized.

Automobiles were directly responsible 
for the deaths of 22,500 persons in the 
United States during 1925. Of this num- 
ber it is estimated that 6300 were children 
under 15 years of age. These numbered 
ons- third more than the strength of the 
California National Guard. The total num- 
ber of deaths was over half the number 
of Infantry iu the United States Army. 
These figures are given in a report com- 
piled by the National Bureau of Casualty 
and Safety Underwriters for the National 
Safety Council, sponsored by Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover, and inelude statistics 
submitted by 147 cities. 
Total deaths in 1925 exceeded those in 
1924 by 2200; automobile fatalities, exclud- 
ing collisions with street cars and rail- 
@ trains, increased from 17,600 in 1924 
to 19,800 in 1925; deaths from grade cross- 
iug accidents were 1784 last year as against 


Again, the automobile death rate per 
100,000 of population for the last three 
years is as follows: 1923, 14.9 per cent; 
1024, 15.7 per cent; 1925, 17.2 per cent. 
Fatalities, therefore, are increasing not 
only in number but in proportion. While 
for several years previous to 1924 deaths 
in ratio to automobile registration showed 
@ steady decline, the rate during the pe- 
riod covered by the report was approxi- 
mately the same as in 1924. 

However, the number of children killed 
increased only 3% per cent during 1925, 
although the number of deaths in this class 
increased 300. During the year the adult 
rate of killed jumped 14 per cent. 

This is attributed to the campaign of 
safety education conducted by the schools. 
Cities which have conducted extensive cam- 
paigns of the kind have notably reduced 
casualties, from which it may be assumed 
that the situation can be at leest partially 
controlled by education. 

The retio of nonfatal accidents to fatal 
ones is about thirty to one, which means 
that 675,000 persons were injured by auto- 
mobiles last year. 

The fault cannot be laid solely at the 


door of the reckless or intoxicated motor.

unfair, in a general way. High rates mean 
good service, high wages and no strikes, 
The western carriers have gone to great 
pains of late to serve our fruit producers. | 
When empty refrigerator cars have been ' 
required they have provided them in enor-' 
mous numbers. sometimes filling orders for 
hundreds of cars not really needed to 
transport certain fruit crops. 

No defensive argument need be made tor 
the carriers. They can fight their own bat- 


ties. If lower rates result from the Norris | 


agitation. California producers probably 
would be benefited for a time. But good 
service is just as important as low, rates, | 
afd this point should net be lost sight ot 
in the demand for reductions. The elder 
La Follette, who originated the idea of a 
sweeping reduction of railroad valuation, 
wat disappointed because the Interstate 
Board did not accept his figure of $12,000,- 
000,000. In turn Senator Norris may be dis- 
appointed if unable to cut it down to 
$8,900,000,000. But the defeat of the Nor- 
ris plan would not end the struggle for 3 
reduction.

While no genius may be able to produ 
much poétry out of a bottle and no “Iliad” 
or “Odyssey” will ever be inspired by his 
heroism and while he never rushed in spec. 
tacularly in a crisis and saved from dis- 
aster; yet he did make milk safe for de 
mocracy. 
By so sérving he has saved millions 
without fanfare or fuss. He needs no bust 
with name engraved thereon to preserve 
bis name. While he may never be admit- 
ted to the Hall of Fame, yet the little white 
bottle standing on the front stoop and ever 
renewed each morning will be an enduring 
monument to Harvey P. Thatcher.
